PUMPER IS ASSURED. 


People of Somerville Are Much Elated 
Over the Matter, Following Fuller’s 
Earth Discoveries. 


Somerville, Texas, Nov. 12. 
The recent strike of oil made by 
the Mound Prairie Oil Company, 
mention of which was made in to­ 
day’s News, still continue* to be 
the leading topic of interest here. 
The company bas this morning 
rented office rooms in the Lion & 
Landolt Building, next to the of­ 
fices occupied by the Fuller’s barth 
Company. 
In conversation with Mr. Brown, 
the promoter of the Mound Prairie 
Oil Company, he states that he is 
confident that they will bring in a 
well in four or five days, as it is 
necessary to clean OU* the w e ll and 
set about eight feet of strainer 
pipe, after which pumping will 
commence. 
Mound Praire is located about 
twelve miles from this place, and 
the mound from which the com­ 
pany derives its name is in the 
center of several thousand acres of 
prairie land, the eastern slope of 
which reaches down nearly to the 
Brazos Ijottom. The well is located 
directly on the summit of this 
mound. 
The site of the well was 
selected by Mr. Brown, personally, 
in whose name the original leases 
were made. 
The oil company is composed 
entirely of Somerville men, with 
Mr. Joe W . Wood, one of the old 
est residents here, as president 
Mr. Wood originally owned the 
land on which the fuller’s earth 
developments are located, and sold 
tile same in July of last year. 
The company was originally cap 
italived at ♦ 10,000 and only about 
•3,000 of stock was taken at the 
organization of the company. The 
sale of stock now 
amounts to 
al>out • s. 
000. 
Stock was origin­ 
ally sold a: par value, but it is re­ 
ported that some individual had 
transferred a few shares at four to 
one. 
The oil field is located about 
eight 
miles from 
the 
nearest 
point of the Gulf, Colorado & San­ 
ta Fe railroad, and probably later 
will lie piped to Somerville, where 
the railroad company has large 
storage tanks, which are used in 
storing fuel oil. 
The recent developments of ful­ 
ler’s e'arth at this place, together 
with the development of an oil 
field, and the further fact that the 
largest timber preserving plant in 
the conntry is located at this place, 
makes the future of Somerville 
very bright.

I545 per share on the receipt of 
news at stock exchanges that the 
suits had actually been instituted.

clear whether the case in question 
will be compromised or go to trial.
